through inadvertence, and one feels sure it can 
be satisfactorily arranged without serious dif- 
ficulty.

Juvenile Courts 


[ORE than 175,000 children were brought bc- 


fore courts in the .United States in the past 


year. Of these 50,000 came before courts not 
adapted'to handling children's cases. Although 
every slate except one had laws providing for 
juvenile probation, less than half- the courts 
hearing children's cases actually had probation 
service. 


The majority of the courts failed to make 


adequate investigation of the child's home and 
family circumstances, his physical and mental 
condition, and his personal tendencies. 


Especially in small towns and rural districts 


the child is still subjected to the unsocialized 
treatment which the juvenile court was designed 
to replace. 


However, certain important tendencies are 


noted in juvenile court work. The intelligent 
methods worked out by the best courts are be- 
ing adopted by others. Facilities for mental and 
physical examinations are being extended. Co- 
operation between the courts and other social 
tigencies has been increasing, and in some in- 
stances social agencies have given the services 
of trained social workers for probation work. 


A'further development is indicated iii the 


tendency to merge the cases of children with 
those of their families, and to try them before 
''family" or ''domestic relations" courts. In this 
wav the child is dealt with as a member of his 
family and all the
